ships and all the modern inventions of the age would be operated lo pro- 


mote the welfare or the "future" of the people. 


The Futurists recently ascended the ancient clock tower of St. Mark's 


in A'enice and from that eminence scattered broadcast, n lot of Icallcts 
setting forth their principles. 


If they mean, as would appear, to devote themselves to the building 


of a" future in which the utilitarian and militarism will be the corner stone, 
they can do so without destroying any of the noble works of art whether 
in poetry, architecture or pnintinp; for which Venice lias hcen .so famous. 


Is it, let- us ask, a sine qua non of this new cult's progress that we 


must tear down the marble palaces who.se images are reflected in that green 
pavement which every breeze breaks into new fantasies of rich Icsscliition; 
is it necessary lo demolish the famous "Bridge of Sighs," the centre of the 
Byronic idea of Venice, or to obliterate the Hialto which excites tlr; i:ili>r- 
est of the curious and inquisitive tourist of tho present day? 
Would it he 


necessary in order lo write a more prosaic poem to destroy Hilton's 
"Paradise Lost," Shakespeare's plays or Dante's "Inferno?" 
Oh, no; i£ 


these men have any practical ideas for the upbuilding of a future these 
witnesses of the past will enter no protest. The Futurists appear to be 
iconoclasts rather than builders in any line. It is absurd to assume that it 
is necessary to tear down the monuments of art- and genius that, have come 
down from heroic ages, in order to establish on the broadest scale the 
utilities of.today; to revive militarism in its most detestable form. 
If the 


Futurist's would look to these monuments they would destroy for inspiration 
in the new field they have chosen they might accomplish something.

THE FUTURISTS OF VENICE 


It takes all kinds of people to make a world, although the world 


would certainly be much better off if some of the kinds had no existence. 


•However, they're here and the governments of the world must put up with 


them or in many cases even pander to them. Perhaps the latest cull to 
make its .debut has appeared at Venice under the title of "The Futurists." 
As the name implies the Futurists are in favor of building up a glorious 


future, rather than letting the ages puss in glorification of the past. They 
call themselves poets and artists, but they would obliterate nil the artistic 


nnd romantic monuments of (lie rmsf: and start the work of 
building 
;i 


future of industrialism and militarism in which great factories, great battle- 
ships and all the modern inventions of the age would be operated to pro- 


mote the welfare or the "future" of the people. 


The Futurists recently ascended the ancient, clock tower of St. Murk's 


in Venice and from that eminence scattered broadcast a lot o£ leaflets 
setting forth their principles. 


If they mean, as would appear, to devote themselves to the building 


of a future in which the utilitarian and militarism will be the corner stone, 
they'nan do so without destroying nny of the noble works of art whether 
in poetry, architecture or painting for which Venice has been so famous. 


Is it, let us ask, a sine qua non of this new cult's progress that we 


must tear down the marble palaces whose images are reflected in that green 
pavement which every breeze breaks into new fantasies of ricty Ipsseliition; 
is it necessary to demolish the famous "Bridge of Sighs," the centre of the 
Byronie idea of Venice, or to obliterate the Rialto which excites (ha inter- 
est of the curious and inquisitive tourist, of the present day? Would it be 
necessary in order to write n more prosaii; poem to destroy Milton's 
"Paradise Lost," Shakespeare's plays or Dante's "Inferno?" 
Oh, no; if 


these men have any practical ideas for the upbuilding of a future these 
witnesses of the past will enter no protest. The Futurists appear to bo 
iconoclasts rather than builders in any line. It is absurd to assume that it 
is necessary to tear down the monuments of art and genius that have come 
down from heroic ages, in order to establish on the broadest scale the 
utilities of today; to revive militarism in its most detestable form. If the 
Futurists would look to those monuments they would destroy for inspiration 
in the new field they have chosen they might, accomplish something. In 
their present attitude they can 
accomplish 
nothing 
beyond 
arousing- 


prejudice against some of the most honored monuments of the ages.

Every age has had its wonders, and if nny strange oecurroiiee in the

proofs ils 


authenticity is likely to be questioned nnd the event 
clasped 
with 
the 


mythical. Thus the spirit of skepticism is growing and ils aim is t'.i .-uli- 
vort some of the prevailing beliefs ni! thc present day. 


Such men as fix-President Eliot have much influence, especially willi 


secular students. Mr. Elioi, is authority for I ho statement Ihat Christianity 
will disappear and he superseded by some other religion. That, ol! course, 
would be the natural logical outcome of the skepticism <if the critics and 
their efforts to cast discredit upon (he (ruths of religion as well as those 
of history.
